Form of publick Councils: For the People wrought 
under the Sword of the Firſt /i/iam, and his Followers, to a 
ſubjeted Vaſlallage, and could not poſſeſs in ſuch Aſſemblies, 
the Right of their former Liberties, Diviſion and Power having 
maſtered them, and none of their own Nobility and Heads be- 

ing left, either of Credit or Fortunes. 

What he retained not in Providence, (as the Demeſnes of the DoomCday 
Crown) or reſerved in Piety, (as the Maintenance of the Church) 3 
he parted to thoſe Strangers that failed along with him, in that

(as appeareth in his Survey) in no better condition than Villain- #un:ingroy, 
age : He moulded their Cuſtoms to the manner of his own Coun-

To ſupply his occaſions of Men, Money and Proviſion, he or- E* {ro Feoda- 
dered, that all thoſe that enjoyed any fruit of his Conqueſt, '** 7 0*94* 
ſhould hold their Lands proportionable by ſo many Knights Fees 
of the Crown, admitted them to enfeoff their Followers, with 
ſuch parts as they pleaſed of their own Portions 3 which to eaſe 
their Charge, they did in his and his Sons times, by two Enfe- jer.;. Starur 
offments, the one de Novo, the other de Veteri. 

This courſe provided him the body of the War; the Money ;, ;;,, .;..

The Lord Haſtings and the Abbot ot Uleceſter declared in 
Parliament the Preparation of the French, the Breach by them 
of the Peace, the weak defence of Normandy, and expiration 
ſhortly of the Truce;z requiring ſpeedy advice and remedy. 

It was enjoyned the Parliament to provide for the defence 
of the Sea and Land againſt the French. 

It was commanded by the King to the States aſſembled, to 
adviſe for the well ordering of his Houſe, payment of his Souldiers 
at Calice, Guard of the Seas , Raiſing of the Siege at Berwick 
made by the Scots againſt the Truce , diſpoſing of the 13000 
Souldiers Arayed the laſt Parliament, According of differences 
amongſt the Lords , reſtraining Tranſportation of Gold and 
Silver, and acquiting the Diforders in Wales 3 of all which Com- 
mittees are appointed to frame Bills. 

Fdward the 4th. by the Chancellor declareth to the Lords 
and Commons, that having Peace with the Scots, entred League 
with Spain and Denmark,. Contracted with Purgundy and Frit- 
tain tor their Aid, in Recovery of his Right in France; he 
had now Aſſembled them to give their Adviſe and Counſel 
therein proceeding, with a Charge in a ſecond Seffion again 
preſſed them. | |
